Want to Walk Out at 
Once. 


Paducah, Ky., August 25.—The re- 
suit of the strike vote taken by the 
federation of Illinois Central railway 
employees as counted up to a late 
hour tonight shows 97 per cent of 
votes cd@st favor backing up the offi- 
cers of the federation in their de- 
mands upon the Illinois Central for 
recognition. But 136 of the 8,000 
members failed to vote. 

, Demands of the organization, back 
oF this vote, will be tafa before Illt- 
nois Central officials in Chicago Mon- 
day and should they refuse to negoti- 
ate federation officers here declare a 
strike will be ordered on Tuesday. 
Plans are now for a gradual tie-up of 
the system probably with a renewa 
of efforts at negotiation after each 
union is called out. 

Federation officers here say they do 
not want to call the men out and will 
make every effort to amicably have 
the road recognize the federation of

The bodies of Lee’s father, mother 
and brother, were found in their burn- 
ing home early yesterday and Lee was 
charged with their murder. After 
young Lee’s ‘statement today Sheriff 
Scalps, fearing the prisoner would be 
lynched, secretly took him to Evans- 
vidle. 

Lee, who is 22 years old, calmly reit- 
erated his story that he knew nothing 
of the circumstances of the killing of 
his family until late this afternoon, 
when he suddenly changed his mind 
and callgmg for paper and pencil, wrote 
as follows: 

“IT was awakened by a noise and

To many friends here Mr. Brown ex- 
pressed his inability to attend the capi- 
tol barbecue, which was given at the 
Log Cabin club three weeks ago: It 
will be remembered that there were 
seven prospective® gubernatorial can- 
didates on the capitol special when 
it rolled in here, and had Mr. Brown 
been aboard practically every pros- 
pective candidate in the state would 
have been present on that day. 

Mr. Brown, when seen by The Con- 
stitution representative, stated that he 
regretted very much to see the liquor 
question brought into politics, especial- 
ly into the present state campaign.

from Atlanta, leaving a shortage, it 
is alleged, of between $75,000 and 
$100,000, has been captured in Chi- 
huahua, Mexico, after a chase of overt 
two months. 

He -was located in Mexico two 
weeks ago by a _ detective agency 
there, which had been put on the 
lookout by the offer of a large re- 
ward, accompanied by a picture of 
the fugitive. 

Smith Is Arrested, 

The head of the agency immedi- 
ately telegraphed J. Caleb Clarke, re- 
ceiver of the organization, that a man 
answering Smith’s description had 
been found, and was at that time 
stopping in Mexico City after leaving 
the western.coast of the United States, 
where it is presumed, he had gone 
immediately after his hasty departure 
from Atlanta. 

A warrant for Smith was issued by 
Judge J. B. Ridley, and the governor 
issued extradition papers, which were 
sent to Washington for approval by 
the secretary of state. The warrant 
was forwarded to Mexico, with the 
result that Smith was arrested in Chi- 
huahua and-is now being held there 
pending the arrival of the extradition 
papers from Washington. He will be 
brought back to Atlanta for trial. 

Two months ago Smith suddenly 
disappeared from Atlanta; and ‘It was 
several days after his departure that 
several of his principal creditors who 
had been comparing notes called a 
meeting of all the creditors. The fact 
then came to light that Smith had 
been securing money from all sides, 
each time an increase over the pre- 
ceding, paying an enormous rate of 
interest, in order, and in so doing hada 
involved the Commercia] Loan & Trust 
Co. so heavily that it was placed in 
the hands of a receiver.

- overnight. He landed, dapper and 
6miling, hatless and hungry, in the 
arms of a handful of United States 
army officers and men, who hailed him 
as America’s greatest aviator. 

“Well, I'm glad it’s ended,” Atwood 
said, as he hopped from his machine. 
“I guess the next long-distance flight 
for me will be from San Francisco or 
Los Angeles to the Atlantic coast.” 

Atwood's coming was unexpected on 
Governor's Island, as it had been 
heralded that he would land at the 
Sheepshead Bay race track, where 
thousands lined vantage points looking 
ekyward, Atwood expressed regret at 
their disappointment. 

“They wanted me to wait unti) to- 
morrow,” he said, telling a man in 
charge of the local arrangements, “and 
promised to have a big crowd there. 
But I couldn't delay my flight.” 

Atwood Follows River. 

Atwood left Nyack at 1:58 o'clock 
this afternoon, after freeing his ma- 
chine from a position where a start 
would have been difficult and perilous. 
He followed the Hudson at a low alti- 
tude the entire distance. At Yonkers, 
as he leaned forward to wave a silent 
reply to the cheers, the wind olipped 
his cap from his head. 

Thousands clustered around Grant's 
tomb and along Riverside Park shore, 
and roared their enthusiasm when At- 
wood passed. As he approached the 
Recreation pier at Fifth street, 
where another crowd clustered, he 
turned his machine so that it swept in 
a complete circle from one side o¢ the 
river to the other, and then started 
down stream once more. The spectacle 
was a beautiful one, and the crowd 
cheered, and whistles made a terrific 
din. 

There was a repetition of this out- 
burst at the Battery as he passed and 
gracefully circled Governor's Island as 
his exhibition during the closing 
Stretch of his record flight. An hour 
after he landed Atwood was on his 
way uptown. 

On Way to Boston. 

“I expect to go to Boston tomorrow,” 
he said. “We will take my machine 
apart here and ship it to Boston, I 
don't intend to do any more flying 
around New York until I return from 
my trip across the continent. I prob- 
ably will start from Los Angeles or 
San Francisco about October 1. 

“I feel as fine as a fiddle. Nearly 
every one of the mechanics and others 
who started with me from S8t. Louis 
has been laid up, but I never felt bet- 


ter, 

Packed away in the grip which the 
aviator carried: by aeroplane from St. 
Louis are a score or more of letters, 
most of them supposedly of a édender 
nature, addressed to young women liv. 
ing in the neighborhood of Boston. 
“At pretty nearly every place I stop- 
ped,” Atwood explained, “some fellow 
asked me to carry a letter to his girl 
up in Boston. Of course, I agreed to do 
eo. 1 am going to take them all to 
Boston with me and mail them there,” 

Atwood's Reward. 

Atwood tonight said that he may 
retire permanentiy from aviation, and 
his projected coast to coast flight 
May never be made. 

“Tt ig too risky,” the aviator said 
“Man after man has made new records 
in aviation of lata only to drop sud- 
denly to death. I have been much 
more careful than many bird-men, but 
] feel that if I stay in the clouds too 
long I ahall some day meet my fate 
also, It is inevitable. Sooner or later, 
an aviator, no matter how careful he 
may be, will end his flights with a 
sudden plunge to destruction.” 

Of his reward for his flight, he said: 

“Many imagine that | am making a 
huge sum out of this trip I am not. 
The only sum that is actually coming 
to me is the $10,000 already paid, of- 
fered by Victor J. Evans, of Washing- 
ton. Out of this I must pay a forfeit 
of $4,000 to my financial backers for 
failing to stop at ail the twenty cities 
echeduled on the route.”

Greensboro, N. C., August 25.—Rep- 
resentatives of 60,000 farmers of the 
bright tobacco belt of Virginia and 
North Carolina, allied with the Farm- 
ers’ Educational and Co-operative Un- 
ion, in executive session here, late to- 
day entered into an agreement to 
pool the 1911 tobacco crop until a 
price of not less than 16 cents per 
pound is obtained in any section; the 
“pright” grade of tobacco will be 
held for 20 cents. Details of the 
;agreement were withheld, as the pool- 
ing agreement will not be fully 
worked out until tomorrow. Delegates 
to the meeting here will, upon return- 
ing to their respective counties, work 
to have all the farmers join the pool. 

It is estimated that the pool now 
represents 60 per cent of the 1911 crop 
of the two states. ‘Officers of the 
union deny reports that the American 
Tobacce Company has three years’ 
supply of tobacco in warehouses, and 
contend that the tobacco companies 
wil] be compelled to come to terms 
with the tobacco growers. The farm- 
ers declare they have ample financial 
backing to enabje them to hold their 
tobacco for years.

The Pullman car BPmelyn, which 
remained on the bridge with one end 
projecting over the gulch, and several 
ears behind it derailed and in immedi- 
ate danger of going over the mass of 
wreckage below, were soon emptied 
of all their passengers, who, aided by 
gangs of railroaq employees from the 
big freight yards at Manchester, rush- 
ed to ald.

IMPRISONED BY CHINESE 
ON SOLITARY ISLANDS, _ 
MEN WORKED AS SLAVES 


New Orleans, August 25.—A condi- 
tion of alleged peonage and slavery 
bordering on feudalism and conducted 
by wealthy Chimese in and around 
Barataria bay, in southern Loulsana, 
on solitary islands, whence escape is 
impossible, has been unearthed by a 
secret agent of the department of jus- 
tice, who, with the assistance of a 
United States deputy marshal, today 
brought to this city one Chinese pris- 
oner, Jo Lee, of Jung, Lee & Co., who 
conduct a fish canning enterprise on 
one of the islands, miles from civili- 
zation, and with which there is no 
communication except by boat. 

Many of the witnesses say they have 
been practically held prisoners by the 
Chinese for months. They say they 
were made alluring promises to in- 
duce them to go to the place where 
they would work on “shares,” and if 


the outfit made money they were to 


get their pro rata. Upon their arriva) aid of a boat was impossible. 


each “purchased” a mosquito bar and

CRAIN CASE 


Until November |, 


Washington, August 25.—A notable 
contest, precipitated by the order of 
the interstate commerce commission, in 
what popularly is known as the Dun- 
can case, induced the commission to- 
day té postpone the effective date of 
its order from August 1 until Novem- 


ber 1, 1911. 
W. S. Duncan and many other Atlan- 


ta dealers in grain, grain products and 
hay, complained to the commission that 
they were discriminated against in fa- 
vor of Nashville, Tenn., because they 
were not accorded the same milling in 
transit privileges as were given to 
Nashville dealers and shippers. The 
commission ordered that the discrimi- 
nation should cease, and that if mill- 
ing in transit were permitted at 
Nashville, it should be permitted, in 
similar circumstances, at Atlanta and 
other Georgia points, thus eliminating 
any discrimination. 

The commission did not pess 
the propriety of the transit privilege, 
but held merely that the railways 
must not discriminate in favor of some 
citieg against others. 

On behalf of the Nashville interests, 
as well as of the railroads in the 
gouth, a proceeding has been insti- 
tuted before the commerce court to set 
aside the commission's order, the roads 
maintaining the right to gelect places 
where the transit privileges are to be 
granted. The commission agreed, 
therefore, to po: tpone its order, in or- 
der that the courts might have time, 
to pass upon the cases involved.

Hurts Mail Order Business. 

This city does a big mail order 
business, in many lines. Perhaps 
drugs and proprietary medicines lead 
in volume ff not value. 

Promptness is a vital consideration 
in all; it is absolutely necessary in 
the matter of drugs. 

If persons in other places want to 
buy Atlanta drugs they must be cer- 
tain that their orders will be deliy- 
dred, filled and forwarded, within 
schedule time. An unexpected delay 
of a day or two might be of extreme 
consequence; might, in fact, cost a 
life, or cause suffering. 

“The case I have described to you 
is not the only one,” Mr. Brannen re- 
marked Friday.

SOME PARTS OF SOUTH GEORGIA 
ASLEEPON GOOD ROAD QUESTION 


By Fred Lewis. 

Baxley, Ga., August 25.—(Special.)— 
Some sections of south Georgia still 
need waking up on the road question. 
In some of the larger counties down 
this way, the country roads are little 
more than trailg through the woods, 
often grown up in weeds, not only on 
tne sides, but in the middle of the road 
as well. 

There is a lot of this sort of road in 
Berrien, Coffee, Ware and Appling. 
These are big counties, and although 
they are using their road gangs regu- 
larly, they have a lot of territory to 
cover. Some of their roads, particu- 
larly around the cities, they keep in 
pretty good shape; but out in the 
country, 10 or 12 miles away from 
town, and often closer, thereare long 
stretches of heavy sand, holes that, in 
wet weather, fill with water and un- 
bridged creeks which in rainy sea- 
sons, get almost impassable. Ware 
county has bridzed her streams pretty 
well, and Appling has some bridges. 

The roads on the route of the 1911 
tour have, in some cases, been im- 
proved; in other instances improvement 
is promised in advance of the tour. 
The Berrien county gang is now at 
work on the road over which the tour 
will pass in that county between Val- 
dosta and Nashville. Both Ware and

THE PENALTY OF EXTREMISM. 


Birmingham, largest city in Alabama and third largest city in 
the south, has overwhelmingly voted a return to the open bar, the 
root-evil of the liquor problem. 

Extremism in legislation is the sole explanation of this devel- 
opment. The significance of the lesson stands out in unchallenged 
relief for the benefit both of the bona fide and political advocates 
of the solution of a great problem by sheer force of fiat. 

Several years ago Alabama went under state-wide prohibition 
under conditions that should have sounded a warning to that large 
and worthy element honestly striving to advance the cause of tem- 
perance. The gubernatorial and legislative election leading up to 
the enactment of the statute had not even remotely hinged upon 
the whisky traffic. It had turned upon a subject specifically and 
radically divergent—the regulation of railroads. 

The people of the state had had no opportunity to express their 
sentiments regarding state-wide prohihition. There were no ade- 
quate means of determining whether majority judgment favored 
legal prohibition, local option or what-not. In the face of this sit- 
uation the advocates of state-wide prohibition—many of them un- 
questionably urged on by the worthiest of motives—jammed through 
what was probably the most stringent and air-tight measure ever 
devised by human ingenuity. 

The sequel was not slow in manifesting itself. In those parts 
of the state out of sympathy with the idea of prohibition the blind- 
tiger, the boot-legger and the secret den sprung up as mushrooms. 
The villainous decoctions they served fanned crime and encouraged 
murder. In a short time the law was reduced to a hollow mockery. 

In Mobile, Montgomery and Birmingham public revulsion ex- 
hibited its strongest symptoms. And now, at the first opportunity, 
all three have repudiated fiat legislation and returned by heavy ma- 
jorities to that feature of the liquor problem which is admittedly 
the mainspring of its curse and tragedy. 

Had a more temperate course been pursued; had local senti- 
ment and the people been consulted— 

The pendulum would not have swung to its other extreme, and 
the corner saloon, with its train of evils and menaces, would not 
now be preparing to loosen its influences again in three of the fair- 
est cities in the southern states. 

It is the devout hope of The Constitution that the public, stand- 
ing bar will never return to Georgia. We should view such a de- 
velopment as an unmitigated disaster. If it ever does—which God 
forbid !—it will be because of the same influences that led to its re- 
vival in Alabama— 

Zealotry run riot and, by its ill-considered extremism, defeat- 
ing ultimately the identical aims at which it directed its efforts. 

The saddest feature of the Alabama situation is that the re- 
sponsibility rests at the doors of those who were most earnestly 
striving for progress. The penalty our sister state is now paying 
will not have been vainly endured, if Georgia, and other states seeking 
an honest solution of a great moral problem, will read the lesson.

'tective duties, and the stand-pat element in his own party, the fact 


‘remains that one man denied to the people the benefit of lower | 


prices, and that man was the president. 
| In urging delay until a report could be had from the tariff 
board on the woolen industry, President Taft was consistent and in 
‘line with his party. 

But, in framing their bill, the democrats had the advantage of

New York, August 25.—A race of peo- 
ple who never before had beheld a 
white man or an Indian has been dis- 
covered in the Arctic regions of Brit- 
ish Columbia by Vilhjmar Stefansson, 


tific expedition which left here in 
April, 1908, according to a letter re- 
ceived from him in Brooklyn today. 

In his letter, which is dater “Mouth 
of the Deaso River, October 18, 1910,” 
and is the first intelligence received 
from the party within a year, Stefans- 
son Says: 

“We have discovered people in a re- 
gion supposed to be uninhabited and 
have lived a few months among peo- 
ple who had never seen a white man 
or an Indian (though they had heard 
ofboth), and did not even know I 
was not an Eskimo—so little were 
they informed on what white men are 
like. We have discovered Eskimo (in 
speech and habits) who are Scandi- 
navians in appearance.

OF CIVIL SERVICE BOARD 


Gives the Details of the Story 
of the Metcalf Ap- 
pointment.

United States Civil Service Commie- 
sion, Washington, D. C., August 22, 
1911.—-Editor Constitution: In the let- 
ter published in The Constitution of 
August 8, 1911, from Mr. C. 8S. Russell, 
of Metcalf, Ga., there is a reference 
to what Mr. Russell thinks is a viola- 
tion of the civil service rules with re- 
spect to an appointment of a rural 
carrier at Metcalf. 

The facts are these: On May 22, 

1911, the postoffice department report- 
ed a vacancy on rural route No. 2 at 
Metcalf, Ga., caused by the death of 
the regular carrier, and in that report 
made a request for a certification of 
an eligible for filling the vacancy. In 
requesting certification, the department 
stated that Odus J. Powell, George W. 
Swift and Arthur M. Mash were bonded 
substitute rural carriers at Metcalf 
who had completed six months’ serv- 
ice as such, and asked that preference 
in certification be given the substitute 
whose name stood highest on the eligi- 
ble register. Section 7 of the regula- 
tions provides for preference in cer- 
tification for bonded substitute carriers 
as follows: 
“A person who has been serving as 
a regularly bonded substitute for a pe- 
riod of not less than six months is 
first certified for filling a vacancy on 
an established route, provided the post- 
office department requests his certifi- 
cation and his name appears upon the 
eligible register as a result of a rural 
carrier examination held not more than 
a year prior to such request.” 

When the departments request was 
received there was no list of eligibles 
for rural carrier at Metcalf. There 
had been an examination held for this 
office in July, 1909, but the list had 
expired on July 14, 1910, the period of 
eligibility under the civil service rules 
being one year from the date the name 
is entered on the register. Mr. Mash, 
one of the bonded substitutes referred 
to above, took the examination in July, 
1909, and attained an eligible rating, 
but his name could not be certified 
from that examination for filling the 
vacancy on route No. 2, as his period of 
eligibility had expired. The coemmis- 
sion was therefore compelled to hold 
another examination. This examina- 
tion was held on June 24, 1911, which 
resulted in an eligible register ag fo)- 
lows: 

Charles 8S. Russell, 98.50; Jefferson 
B. Bentley, 94; Arthur M. Mash, 87.50; 
Mrs. Carolina L. Wheeler, 84, 

The register from the June 24 ex- 
amination was established on July 5, 
and certification for filling the vacan- 
cy on route No. 2 at Metcalf was made 
on July 6 of the name of Arthur M. 
Mash, the only substitute on the reg- 
iter in whose favor the department, 
under the regulations, had requested 
certification. From the above it will 
appear clear that Mr. Mash was not 
certified from the examination of July, 
1909, as indicated by Mr. Russell, but 
from the examination of June 24, 1911, 
which was held for the purpose of fill- 
ing the vacancy on route No. 2 at Met- 
ealf.

SIXTEEN KILLED 
IN SEVEN MONTHS 


Report of Manslaughter Cases 
Are Compiled by Chief 
of Detectives. 


The chief of detectives has furnish- 
ed a report ‘showing the number of 
cases of manslaughter committed in 
Atlanta during the first seven months 
of this year and including up to Au- 
gust 1. 

His report shows the total number 
of killing to be sixteen, of this num- 
ber five murderers were tried and 
convicted, five are now under indict- 
ment, two who are known’ escaped 
and four are unknown.

DEPARTMENT BUILDINGS 
GET NEW COAT OF PAINT 


Washington, August 25.—The two 
miles of corridors and domes of the 
state, war and navy building are re- 
ceiving their first new dress since 
they were originally painted in 1875, 
when the edifice was constructed at a 
cost of $5,000,000. 

The state, war and navy is one of 
the largest government office build- 
ings in the world.

DAVIS HOME GIVEN UP

Structure Is One of the Land- 
marks of the Nation’s 
‘ Capital. 


Washington, August 25.—The old 
home of Jefferson [Tavis while he was 
secretary of war was relinquished to- 
day by the ‘militia division of the war 
department’ which had occupied the 
historical structure since the division 
Was created several years ago. The 


'Davs home is one of the landmarks of 


Washington, standing on the corner 


of Eighteenth and G streets. 

The new home of the militia divi- 
sion, located at the intersection of 
Pennsylvania avenue and Seventeenth 
street, diagonally across from the war 
department proper, is also a notable 
old building. When the citizens of 
the District of Columbia exercised the 
franchise. and were ruled by a gov- 
ernor, this structure was the munici- 
pal palace, containing all the execu- 
tive offices of the local government.
